of Fad plainly, fince that muſt certainly have brought me within the Guilt of Miſpritivn, 
And being thug reſirained from dealing frankly and openly, 1 choſe rather to fay little, than 
to depart from Ingenuity, that by the grace of God I had carried along with me in the ta- 
mer paits of my Life, and {© could catier be filent, and leave the whole matter to the Con- 
ſcience of the Jury, than to make the laſt-and ſoleminelt part of my life fodiflerent from the 
courſe of it, as the uſing little Tricks and Evaſioris muſt have been, Nor did 1 evcr.pres, 
tend to a great readineſs in ſpeaking : I wiſh thoſe Gentlemen of the Law |\who have je, 
would make more Conſcience in the uſe of it,and not run Men down by Strains and Fetch- 
es, impoſe on caſte and willing Juries, to the Ruine of innocent Men: For ts kill by Forms 
and Subtiltics of Law, is the \worlt ſort 'of Murder : But I wifh the Rage of hot Men, and be 
Partialitics of Juries may be Ropp'd with my Blood, which I #otd offer up with ſo mwch 
the more Joy, if I thought I Rod be the laſt were ro Yer io flich a way.

74id 
believe, anddo ſtill, that Popery is breaking 
in upon the Nation; and that thoſe who ad- 
vance it, will ſtop at nothing, to carry on 
their Deſign: 7 am heartily ſorry that ſo ma- 
ny Proteltants give their helping Hand to it. 
But-l hope God will preſerve the Proteſtant 
Religion, and this Nation : tho / am afraid ir 
will fall under very great Tryals, and very 
ſharp Sufterings. And indeed the 1mpiety,and 
Profaneneſs that abounds,and appears ſo ſcar 
dalouſly barefac'd every where, gives too 
juſt reaſon to fear the worſt things whichcan} 
befall a People.

I ſhall 
give this true and clear Account. I never 
was at Mr.  Svepheard's with that Com: 
pany but once, and there was no undertaking 
then of ſecuring, or ſeizing the Guards ; nor 
none appointed to. view,, or examing. them : 
Some Diſcourſe there was of the Feaſibleneis 
of it; and ſeveral times by accident; in gene- 
ral Diſcourſe elſewhere, 1 have heard it men- 
rion'd, as a thing might exfily be done, but j 
never conſented to as titto be done.

As to the other Branchof the Overt Acts of Conſulting to ſeize the Guards, which 
the Paper makes the onely Crime for which the Lord -Rſſel was condemned; this 
account 15 given by the Paper, That the Lord*Rufſel was at Mr. Shepherds houſe with 
that Company but once, and there was no Undertaking then of ſecuring and ſeizing 
the Guatds, nor nons appointed to view or examine them : ſome diſcourſe there was 
of the feafiblene(s of it, ahd ſeveral times by accident in general diſcourſe elſewhere.

The Lord Hale, in his'Pleas of the Crown 13. takes no- 
tice only of the Overt-A&t of writing the Letters to a Foraign Prince, incung an 
Invaſion, which he allows to be a ſufficient Overt-A&of that Treaſon which was 
laid in the Indictment, for Compaſling the Death of the King. 

In the ſame Year of 1. Fac: the Lord Grey, and other Confſpirators, met and con- 
ſulred to make an Inſurre&ion, whereby they deſigned to ſerſe the King into their 
power, until he ſhould grant them a Pardon for all Treaſons, a Toleration of the
